AUSTRALIAN PARLIAMENTS 


The six States with their included Territories were federated under the 
name ‘Commonwealth of Australia’ on 1 January 1901. 


The Legislature of Australia and of each State except Queensland is 
bicameral, consisting of an Upper ana & Lower House. In Queensland the Upper 
House was abolished in 1922. In the Commonwealth Parliament the Upper 
House is known as the Senate and the Lower as the House of Representatives; in 
the bicameral States the Upper House is known as the Legislative Council and 
the Lower House, in New South Wales, Victoria, and Western Australia, as the 
Legislative Assembly (which is also the name of the Queensland Parliament) and, 
in South Australia and Tasmania, as the House of Assembly. 


The members of the Legislative Assembly or House of Assembly, as the 
case may be, of each State are elected by the people,the franchise extending to 
British subjects who are at least 18 years of age. With the exception of the New 
South Wales Legislative Council, the members of State Legislative Councils are, 
in common with members of the Lower Houses. elected by the people of the 
respective States. In New South Wales a quarter of the members of the 
Legislative Council retire each three years, and the continuing members of the 
Council and the members of the Legislative Assembly, voting as an electoral 
body, elect members to fill the vacant positions. In the Commonwealth 
Parliament the qualifications for the franck’ > are identical for both Houses, 
extending to British subjects who have lived in Australia for six months 
continuously and who are at least 18 years of age.

HANDICAPPED CHILD'S ALLOWANCE 


Handicapped child’s allowance was commenced from t January 1975 and 
is payable to the parent or guardian of a child under 16 years who is severely 
physically or mentally handicapped and requires constant care and attention in 
the family home.
